WORCESTER, Mass., April 4.—Presi- 
dent Taft’s visit here yesterday and the 
welcome given him is being deplored in no 
uncertain terms by the Methodists and 
church people in general. 

“The President's visit was an outrage 
to the New England Sabbath; outrageous 
because he allowed himself to take. part 
in a secular parade and meeting,’”’ was 
the opinion to-day of some of the old 
conservative Worcesterites. The Rey, 
Dr. Harvey W. Ewing of Trinity Metho- 
cist Church ig one of the most deeply of- 
fended. “‘Our voices are raised in pro- 
test when the President so far forgets the 
sacred belief of the people as to turn our 
Sunday into a gala day of the week,”’ he 
declared to-day. ‘‘ There is no doubt that 
the offended feeling of a great number 
of people will react, and much to the 
hurt of William H. Taft, should he seek a 
second term.”’ 

Proclaiming that loyalty to the Presi- 
dent of the United States was a desirable 
quality, but loyalty to God was of more 
importance, the Rev. Edward Eells of 
the Memorial Congregational Church, at 
a meeting to-night, said that President 
Taft had established a precedent that 
ignored the sanctity of the Sabbath, and 
one that’ boded no good for the people of 
the country.

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Investigation 
of an alleged ship subsidy lobby at the 
Capitol will be begun to-morrow by the 
House select committee named under the 
Steenerson resolution. Representative 
Steenerson of Minnesota appeared before 








the committee to-day to supply the names | 


of witnesses he desired summoned. 
Former Representative and former Sec- 
ond Assistant Postmaster General James 
T. McCleary of Minnesota, probably will 
be the first witness heard. He will be 
followed by John A. Penton, Secretary of 
the Merchant Marine League of Cleve- 
land. The name of former Gov. Myron T. 
Herrick of Ohio, an official of the league, 
also has been furnished to the committee, 
and he has been requested to appear. 
Other witnesses who have been sum- 
moned include John M. Maxwell of Cleve- 


land, J. P. Dotson. of Crookston, Minn.; 


and W. P. Hackney of Kansas, all of 
whom, according to Mr. Steenerson, are 
in sympathy with the purposes of the 
league to promote ship subsidy. 

Mr. Steenerson offered in evidence be- 
fore the committee to-day copies of The 
American Flag, the official organ of the 
Merchant Marine League, which contain 
charges against himself and Representa- 
tive Kustermann of Wisconsin, who op- 
pose ship subsidy.

SCORE HURT IN CYCLONE. 


Houses Razed arid Unroofed and Trees 
Uprooted in Langsville. 


YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio, April 4.—In three 
minutes’ time a wind, approaching a 
cyclone in force, came and went in the 
midst of a rainstorm late to-day and left 
in its wake to the southeast of the city 
a score of injured people, thousands otf 
frightened ones, ten demolished houses, 
and a hundred partially wrecked. The 
loss is upward of $100,000. 

The storm came from the west and did 
the heaviest damage in Langsville, where 
it razed five houses and wrecked three 
others. At Hazelton it wrecked the power 
plant of the Republic Iron and Steel Com- 
pany’s plant, crushed in the store and 
saloon fronts on both sides of. Centre 
Street, unroofed and demolished the gable 
of the Methodist Church, blew in windows 
of the public scnools, and, continuing over 


a hill, uprooted trees and pulled down 
poles and wires. 

Miss Grace Wheat, a teacher, was trying 
to close the windows in a schoolhouse, 
when the wind blew in the panes of all 
the windows and her pupils fled panic- 
stricken to the halls, where a janitor con- 
trolled them, 

The home of Mrs. Elizabeth Cox, {in 
Langsville, was blown off its. foundation 
and fell upon the home @f George Ham- 
bury. Mrs. Hambury threw her 6-year- 
oid girl from a winGow and jumped her- 
self, but neither was hurt seriously. The 
house was demolished, 

The injured include George Galloit, 
whose leg was almost severed by a piece 
of flying slate. Gallott is likely to die. 
The others will recover.

Officials of New York Transpor- 
tation Co. Refuse to Make 
an Accounting. 








NO QUORUM THE EXCUSE 





President Meade Declines to Deal with 
Minority—Election of Directors 
Put Off for a Year. 





There was a lively time in the office of 

the New York Transportation Company, 
at 15 Exchange Place, Jersey City, yester- 
day when some of the stockholders met 
in response to a call for the annual meet- 
ing and to elect Directors. Before the 
meeting adjourned the minority stock- 
holders were banging their fists on the 
table and demanding a report on the 
company’s condition from President Rich- 
ard W. Meade, also demanding to know 
how much salary he was drawing, and 
other questions which he refused to an- 
swer. 
“When it was found that a quorum was 
not present and that the election would 
have to be put off for a year, minority 
stockholders expressed the belief that the 
Directors were withholding information 
to which they were entitled. One of the 
minority stockholders was accompanied 
by his lawyer, and the company’s counsel, 
William 8S. Young, was also present. 

After the meeting had been called to 
order President Meade announced that 
there were not sufficient stockholders or 
proxies present for a quorum, as the Met- 
ropolitan Securities Company, which holds 
71,000 shares, was not represented. Mr. 
Meade explained as there was no quorum 
there could be no election of Directors. 

William A. Payne of 156 Fifth Avenue, 
one of the minority stockholders, then 
called'- on Mr. Meade for a statement. 

‘“‘I am not authorized by the Board of 
Directors to make a statement,’’ replied 
President Meade.

Dodge, Henry Sanderson, H. H. Vree- 
land, Andrew Freedman, and President 
Meade. 

Mr. Payne's motion 
May 9 wds lost by a vote of 1,300 to 
71,000; and when Mr. Young followed it 
with a motion to adjourn sine die the 
excitement began again. One of the stock- 
holders offered an amendment that May 
§ be chosen as the date for the. next meet- 
ing, and amid much excitement the vote 
was again taken. The amendment was 
lost and the motion to adjourn sine die 
was carried. Some one shouted to Presi- 
dent Meade asking when the next meet- 
ing would take place, but Mr. Meade told 
him he did not know. 

Mr. Payne announced after the meetin 
that he was going to have a talk wit 
Chairman Willcox of the Public Service 
Commission and see if something could 
not be done to compel the Directors to 
make an accounting. 

Mr. Payne said the meeting was a very 
exciting one, and that the minority stock- 
holders were not going to let the matter 
rest. 

‘‘The meeting may have been an excit- 
ing one to’ Mr. Payne,” said President 
Meade afterward. ‘‘ He is not used to 
attending stockholders’ meetings, I think 
This is what napnens at every one I ever 
attended. It is all a tempest in a teapot. 
I talked as freely as I could at the meet- 
ing on general subjects. The’ Board of 
Directors considered it to be for the best 
interests of the stockholders not to give 
Out a report at this time. 

‘The minority stockholders seemed to 
think, however, that they should rule the 
majority. That is not the way companies 
are managed. The majority has to rule.”’

At the 
hospital it was said last night she had a 
chance to recover. 

Mrs. Sutton had been fll for some time, 
according to her sister-in-law, and sev- 
eral Christian Scientist practitions had 
attended her, but without giving her re- 
Hef... Yesterday morning she went to the 
apartments of Mrs. Ryley, in the Hotel 
Schuyler. She said that she had just re- 
turned from Boston, but that Christian 
Science practitioners there had not done 
her any good. 

In the afternoon Mrs. Ryley said Mrs. 
Sutton became hysterical. Mrs. Ryley 
was trying to soothe her, when Mrs. Sut- 
ton drew a revolver from her waist, and 
before Mrs. Ryley could wrest it from her 
hand fired two shots. 

The first shot was deflected by a rib, 
but the second entered the left breast, 
just over the heart, inflicting a danger- 
ous wound. 

Mrs. Ryley called Dr. J. M. De Birming- 
ham, the house physician, whe no- 
tified the police and called an ambu- 
lance. Dr. De Birmingham worked over 
Mrs. Sutton until the arrival of Dr. Ayres 
from Flower Hospital. 

Detectives Boyte ana& Brady of the 
Fourth Detective Bureau and 0»piain- 
clothes men from the East Fifty-first 
Street Station were sent to the hotel, but 
Lic MMi cnasen refused ai first to permit 
them to go up to Mrs. Ryley'’s apart- 
ments. Policeman McGrath, who was in 
uniform, was the first to enter the apart- 
ment and to talk to Mrs. Sutton. 

Mrs. Sutton told him that Christian 
Scientists had Griven her to. shoot herself, 
and that she had just returned from Bos- 
ton, where she had learned she was to 
be excommunicated from the Chutch. She 
said she wanted to die, and was sorry 
the bullet had not entered her heart. 

At the Hotel Endicott, Elighty-first 
Street and Columbus Avenue, it was 
stated that Mrs. Sutton had taken apart- 
ments on the third floor on March 10, 
but had given up her rooms <n April 1. 
The manager of the hotel said that Mrs. 
Sutton lived alone, spent most of her 
time in her rooms, and was seldom seen. 

Informaticn as to the whereabouts of 
the woman's husband is lacking. It was 
understood at the Flower Hospital that 
when Mrs. Sutton left the Hotel Endicott 


for Roston her husband followed. 
Whether he returned with her and was 
at the Schuvier when Mrs. Sutton called 
on her sister-in-law, the hatel people 
would not state. At the Hotel Endicott 
the management knew of no husband.

EVEN CHANCE FOR SOCIALIST. 


Both Old Parties Admit It on Eve of 
Milwaukee Mayoralty Election.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 4. — Emil 
Seidel, Socialist, with his slogan of 
‘‘ Workingmen, use bullets if ballots are 
not enough,” it appears to-night has an 
even chance of victory over the old party 
candidates at the municipal election to- 
morrow, The Republican candidate for 
Mayor, Dr. John M. Beffel, however, is 
giving him a close race, and the Repub- 
lican managers to-night say that they are 

certain that they have won the fight. 

They declare that the issue of to-mor- 
row’s election is between the Republicans 
and the Socialists, and that the Demo- 
crats have no chance of victory.

CHICAGO, April 4.—Chicago will hold 
an Aldermanic election to-morrow and 
elect one Alderman from each of the 
thirty-five wards. The Municipal Voters’ 
League, a non-partisan organization 
which has heen fighting.“ gray wolves,”’ 
has selected and recommended for elec- 
tion twenty Republicans, eleven Demo- 
crats, two independent Republicans, and 
ome Socialist.

A low-lying fog hung over the waters 
of the harbor yesterday, making naviga- 
tion’ exceedingly difficult. -While not 
thick enough to stop the running of ferry- 
boats, it delayed them and vessels leav- 
ing Quarantine had to take time to 
berth. 

The People’s Line steamer Adirondack 
was in collision last evening with the 
West Shore ferryboat Newburg. The 
Adirondack was going up the North River

New Jersey. The bow of the steamer 
ferryboat, and when the former backed 
the Newburg had a great gash in the 
side where the women’s cabin is located 
and the place was filled with broken 
gldss and other débris. The bow of the 
Adirondack penetrated almost to the en- 
gine room. 

The passengers on the Newburg were 
thrown into a state bordering on panic, 
and the deck hands had some trouble in 
quieting them. There appeared to be as 
much excitement on the Adirondack. She 
stopped for a time, and then, ascertaining 
that she was not greatly damaged and 
could offer no assistance to the ferry- 
boat, proceeded on her way to Albany. 
The Newburg was towed to Weehawken. 
The accident was caused by the fog. 

In the afternoon the steamship S&S. V. 
Luckenbach, incoming from Porto Rico, 
ramined the tramp steamship Otta, out- 
ward bound for Cuba. The vessels came 
together off Governors Island. Neither 
was badly damaged. 

The Luckenbach was making the turn 
at the northwest end of the island on her 
way to her Brooklyn pier when the Otta 
shout out of the fog. Both vessels were 
zcing slowly. Capt. McLean of the Luck- 
enbach said that apparently the other ves- 
sel tried to cross his bow. He saw that 
they could not pass and rang full speed 
astern to the engine room. 

The bow of the —Luckenbach, however, 
smashed into the port side of the Otta 
aft and near the foremast. The two ves- 
sels hung together for a fraction of a 
second and then drifted out into the fog. 
The plates on the side of the Otta high 
above the water line were dented for a 
space of about eight feet, and there was 
an indentation on the bow of the Lucken- 
bach. Her injuries were also above the 
water line. 

Swung out of her course by the strong 


tide while passing through Hel! Gate Tast 


evening, the tugboat Kensington crashed 
into a steam dredge anchored near Hog 
Back, and sank in less-than five minutes, 
The Captain and crew of five were res- 
cued by the tug Enterprise. 

The Kensington of the Bauer Towing 
Company of Newtown Creek was taking 
a loaded coal barge through Hell Gate, and 
could not make much headway in the 
narrow channel. Although Capt. McKil- 
levs allowed plenty of room, the tide 
caught his tug and swung it against the 
dredge. A hole was broken in the hull 
of the tug below the water line and she 
began to go down at once. The Enter- 
prise was close behind, and her skipper 
rain alongside the sinking tug in time to 
allow all hands to scramble aboard. The 
Enterprise picked up the coal barge be- 
fore she could be damaged.

A WAY UP MOUNT McKINLEY. 


Party Attempting Ascent Report Prac- 
ticable Pass Above 12,000 Feet. 


SEATTLE, Wash., April 4.—The Mount 
McKinley expedition composed of Thomas 
Lloyd, Robert Horn, Harry Karsten; and 
Charles McGonigle, all experienced moun- 
tafneers, made more rapid progress than 
had been expected, and attained - 12,000 
feet without special difficulty, according 
to & report brought from Valdez, Alaska, 
to-day by the steamer Northwestern. 

From the 12,000 foot altitude to that of 
16,000 feet an almost perpendicular wall 
of ice rose. Thts seemed to forbid fur- 
ther ascent. The climbers, however, ex- 
plored the ice wall and found a gap. In 


a etter sent to Fairbanks, Alaska, by a 
hunter Lloyd wrote: 

‘From the surveys we have just com- 
pleted we believe-we have just found a 
route by which we can make the summit 
without having to overcome very serious 
difficulties. It will be steep climbing 
over a stretch, but that is the only pros- 
pective delay on which we will have to 
figure.”’ 

When the party left Fairbanks in Jan- 
uary it did not expect to make the dash 
for the summit until Summer, but Lloyd's 
letter indicated that the men intended to 
lose no time.

Curtiss, the aviator, his wife, Charles 
Heitman, Secretary of the Aero Club of 
America; Charles F. Willard, a New 
York aviator, and J. C. Mars, a pupil of 
Curtiss, escaped deat this afternoon 
when the touring car in which they were 
speeding to the Fair Grounds collided 
with a heavily loaded wagon. The brake 
of the car failed to work, and, despite 
the efforts of Chauffeur Bradford and 
the wagon driver, the auto and the truck 
collided. 

The driver had checked his mules, and 
in rearing back the long pole went through 
the glass window screen, and flying glass 
and splinters went all over thé party.

WASHINGTON, April 4.—The charge 
that commissioned officers of the United 
States Army have been for months and 
are now serving as officers in the army 
of Cuba and receiving salaries from the 
Cuban Government in violation of law, 
is contained in a resolution introduced in 
the House to-day by Representative Slay- 
den (Democrat) of Texas, a member of 
the Committee on Military Affairs.

HER BOY IN PERIL, SHE SAYS. 
She Has Received Letters Threatening 
His Kidnapping, Mrs. Spier Declares.

ASBURY PARK, N. J., April 4.—What 
his mother thought was an attempt to 


kidnap Charles Louis Spier, the three- | 


year-old son of Mrs. Charles L. Spier, 
whose husband, the confidential secretary 
of the late Henry H. Rogers, committed 
suicide in his home at Stapleton, 8S. lL., 
May 7, 1906, was made yesterday. 

While the child was on the Boardwalk 
yesterday morning with his colored nurse, 
Emma Layton, two. men approached in 
an automobile. They told the nurse they 
had been sent by Mrs. Spier to take the 
boy fora ride. Yesterday was the first 
day the nurse had been permitted to take 
‘the child out, and she had been repeated- 
ly’ cautioned not to let him out of her 
sight. She told the men she would take 
Charles home at once, but they attempt- 
ed to pick the boy up. The child screamed, 
attracting the attention of the promen- 
aders. Miss Layton strugg}jed with the 
men, who gave up the attempt when sev- 
eral men ran up. 

This morning Mrs. Spier made complaint 
to Chief of Police Willlam H. Smith. She 


has been warned, she said, that her boy 
would be taken from her, unless she 
ceased her investigation into her hus- 
band’s death. Mrs. Spier declares her 
husband was not a suicide, but was 
murdered, the victim of a plot of power- 
ful men. She has persistently sought to 
unravel the mystery, and it is this activ- 
ity, she believes, that has led to the un- 
signed threatening letters that she has 
received. The last warned her that her 
boy would be taken from her if-she did 
not drop the case.

Aldridge’s Friends Confident. 


Mr. Aldridge’s friends say that while he 
does not expect to be elected by the plu- 
rality whick the late James Breck Per- 
kins received at the last Congressional 
election and concedes that there will be 


some defection he is confident of a com- 
fortable majority and does not believe an 
active canvass is necessary. If present 
plans are fallowed there will be no 
speechmaking on the Republican side, 
unless the Démoerats succeed in stirring 
up more enthusiasm than the Republic- 
ans now think they will, and Mr. Al- 
dridge will not take the stump. Only in 
the event of an unexpected floodtide of 
opposition will the cs ages ergy ret out 
their spellbinders, parade their marching 
clubs, and burn.red fire. 

The Republican organization is relying 
on the sentiment against the Conners 
brand Democracy to split the Democratic 
vote. The announcement that Conners 
was coming to Rochester to conduct per- 
sonally the campaign for the Democrats 
caused great glee in Republican ranks, 
and they are losing no chance to spread 
the impression that the Democratic or- 
ganization is in the hands of the Buffalo 
leader. The question put to the wavering 
is, ‘“‘ Aldridgism oi Connerism?”’ 

o-day The Rochester Times, which is 
supporting Aldridge, announced in glar- 
ing headlines that the regular old-line 
Democrats had been frozen out; that the 
Conners managers were in control of the 
convention that nominated Havens, and 
that the campaign opens with a party 
hopelessly split. The paper says that Mr. 
Havens did not know the manner in

The State Chair- 
man is not expected in the county during 
the canvass, they say, or to have any- 
thing more to do with it than would nat- 


urally come within his province as Chair- 
man of the State Committee. The Demo- 
crats in charge of Mr. Havens’s canvass, 
it is well known, would regard the advent 
of Conners on the scene, and any tm 4

The Democratic fight. so far as Mr. 
Havens personally is active in it, will be 
made on the tariff issue, the high cost 
of living in relation to and as a resuit of 
the Payne-Aldrich Tariff bill, and reci- 
procity with Canada.

TURNS ON GRADY 


Hotchkiss Tries to Link the Sena- 
tor with Legislative Favors the 
Companies Received. 








TRACING A $5,000 CHECK 





Minority Leader Before Department 
“Small Stockholders ” — His 
1909 Bill Called a “ Strike.”

With lawyerlike precision in presenting 
his case in court, Supt. William H. Hotch- 
kiss of the State Insurance Department 
welded a chain of circumstances at yes- 
terday’s -hearing of thé investigation of 
insurance graft which linked the name of 
Senator Thomas F. Grady with legisla- 
tion that the fire insurance companies 
were deeply concerned in as late as the 
legislative session of 1909. At the end of 
this presentment came an unexplained 
payment to George R. Sheldon, who was 
the legislative manager for the fire in- 
Surance companies, of $5,000. With Shel- 
don dead, Grady thus far silent, and the 
members of the Laws and Legislation 
Committee of the New York Board of 
Fire Underwriters exhibiting a loss of 
memory the evidence was purely circum- 
stantial. ' 

From the circumstances chronologically 
arranged, in view of Senator Grady’s at- 
tacks on fire insurance companies and re- 
peated introductions of anti-compact bills 
which the fire people called strikes, Supt. 
Hotchkiss assumes that correct conclu- 
sions can be drawn. 

On Jan. 20, 1909, Senator Grady intro- 
duced the perennial anti-compact bill in 
the upper House, which was followed by 
the introduction in the Assembly of a 
= bill by Assemblyman Smith of this 
city.

The Legislature having adjourned with- 
out taking any action on the Grady Anti- 
Compact bill, on Aug. 31 Sheldon went 
to the Chairman of the Finance Commtt- 
tee of the New York Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters, J. L. Rawlston, seeking to get 
4 payment of $5,000 approved, which was 
in addition to ajl of the regular expendit- 
ure of the board for the services of coun- 
sel in connection with legislation. 

On the same dav Mr. Rawlston having 


duced him to Senator Grady, who as- 
sured him that the bil tn question was a 
foolish bill and ought not to. pass. 


Mr. Hutchins Forgetful. 


"Then for a moment Mr. Hotchkiss put 
on George Richards of the firm of Rich- 
ards & Heald, who were under retainer 
at this time by the New York board to 
examine bills introduced, to get his state- 
mént that his firm had never done any 
active work whatever in connection. with 
legislation. After Mr. Heald, William E. 
Hutchins, President of the North River 
Fire Insurance Company, went on the 
stand. Mr. Hutchins was a member of 


the Committee on Laws and Legislation, 
but as to the meetings of that committee 
during the vear 1909 he exhibited a mem- 
ory of a piece with that of Elijah R. Ken- 
redy, who has forgotten much that Mr. 
Hotchkiss would like to know. Mr. Hotch- 
kiss asked Mr. Hutchins who Inglis 
Stuart: might be, and the witness said 
that he was a stockholder and Director 
in the North River Fire Insurance Com- 
pany. In response to a similar question 
Mr. Hutchins said that George R. Bran- 
com was an adjuster for the United States 
Fire Insurance Company and a _ stock- 
hclder in that corporation, 

** Do those names refresh 
ory?’’' Mr. Hotchkiss asked. 

‘‘ Absolutely not,’’ said the witness. 

‘You don’t remember that they played 
any part in connection with a bill pend- 
ing before. the Insurance Department, 
giving the Superintendent power to liqui- 
date companies? ”’ 

“Absolutely none,” 
ness. 

‘I’ve got a-little letter here,” said the 
Superintendent, and he then proceeded 
to reid the following letter written by 
Hutchins to George P. Sheldon:

The Superintendent asked what Mr. 
Hutchins wrote that letter for, and the 
witness replied that Mr. Sheldon wanted 
to get the names Of some stockholders, to 
be used in connection with some bill, 

‘‘IT telephoned these people,’’ said the 
witness, ‘‘and asked them if I could use 
their names, and they said ‘ Yes.’ ”’ 

‘Did you tell them who was going to 
represent them?’ asked Mr. Hotchkiss. 

‘*] don’t think I knew, except that Mr. 
Sheldon would represent them,’’ the wit- 
ness replied. 

‘‘ Who else?’”’ asked the Superintendent, 

‘*No one that I know of,’ replied Mr. 
Hutchins. 


A Friend in the Conference. 
Mr. Hotchkiss asked the witness if it 
would refresh his memory to hear that 
there was a conference at the State In- 
surance Department within a few days 


after the note of March 19 was sent. Mr. 
Hutchins said it would not, whereupon 
Mr. Hotchkiss read this extract from.a 
letter written by Sheldon to Buckley on 
the same day: 

“I beg to inclose you herewith in a 
postscript the name that we talked over, 
which can be used if necessary by our 
friend in the conference to-morrow.’’ The 
letter then went on to say that Mr. Young 
was going to make a regular appearance 
for the New York Board of Fire Under- 
writers and to discuss several aspects of 
the department’s bill. The postscript was 
as follows: 

“Pp. S.—The following are stockholders 
and have large holdings: Inglis Stuart of 
the North River Insurance Company and 
G. R. Bransom of the United States Fire 
Insurance Company. I assume that their 
names will not be necessary unless called 
before, but should anybody write to them 
in regard to the matter an appropriate 
reply will be sent.’’ 

*“Do you know what that postscript re- 
ferred to?’’ asked Mr. Hotchkiss. 

‘**Oh, no,’’ said Mr. Hutchins; ‘‘ not in 
the slichtest.’’ 

‘*‘ Now, I have called your attention to 
your own letter and to Mr. Sheldon's. 
Will you say that the incident had to do 
with the proposed legislation? ”’ 

‘“*I don’t know," repeated Mr. Hutchins. 

Mr. Hutchins said that he did not re- 
member, if Indeed he had ever known, 
who the ‘ friend’’ was to whom Sheldon 
had referred in his letter to Buckley. 

“Did not Sheldon report about this to 
the committee?" 

“Oh, no,’ said Mr. Hutchins. ‘* We all 
had implicit confidence in him, and it 
would have been ungracious to question 
him closely.” 

‘Well,’ said Mr. Hotchkiss, “‘ we.are 
trving to find out where this $5,000 went 
to.”’

must have been present at the meeting of 
Jan. 22, 1900, but didn’t rememper any- 
thing about it. Mr. Hotehkiss asked 
whether Mr. Sheldon had ‘any authority 
to employ counsel to the extent indicated 
by the ,000 voucher, and Mr. Brown 
said that he had not. He recalléd:-that 
Mr. Sheldon had. explained that it was 
getting late in the Summer and time to 
close matters up, and that $5,000 remained 
unpaid, but a moment afterward his mem- 
ory changed and he said he believed Mr.

Thomas A. Rawlston, sub-manager of 
the Northern Insurance Company here, 
who is Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the New York Board of Fire 
Underwriters, , was confronted when he 
went on the stand with his O. K. of the 
Sheldon voucher. Mr, Rawliston explained 
that Sheldonwhad brought him the bill 
and asked to have it approved. This Mr. 
Rawiston had been unwilling to do until 
the Committee on Laws aaa Legislation 
had approved it. After the meeting of the 
Committee on- Laws and Legislation the 
bill was brought back to Mr. Sheldon and 
approved at once by the Finance Commit- 
tee without investigation, Mr. Rawlston in 
telling of this taking the opportunity to 
say once more that they all had implicit 
confidence in Mr. Sheldon. 

Then Mr. Hotchkiss put on H. S. Bar- 
tow, Assistant Cashier of the Liberty Na- 
tional Bank, who. told about Sheldon’s 
coming there on the lst of September, 
about 3:30 in the afternoon and getting 
three $590 bills-on a $1,500 check, drawn 
on his personal account. .Mr. Bartow said 
that Sheldon asked for “‘ big bills’ partic- 
ularly, and that he then had initialed the 
check and put on it the figures ‘‘ 3—500.”’ 

The last witness yesterday was Harold 
Herrick, President of the Niagara Fire 
Insurance Company, who said he had been 
to Albany many times to protest against 
tne perennial Anti-Compact bill. 

“ But,”” said Mr, Herrick, ‘‘ we hardly 
got listened to; the insurance people were 
of no account; we might as well have 
fone out on Broadway and talked to 
hydrants as to have talked to the Insur- 
ance Committee.’’ 

“You would concur with Mr. Sheldon in 
calling the Anti-Compact. bill ‘their an- 
—_ message '?”’ asked the Superintend- 
ent. 

The witness replied in the affirmative. 

The hearing, will continue to-day. 


BARNES GUILTY, SAYS JURY. 


President of Cottonwood Copper Com- 
pany Will Appeal from Verdict. 


After two hours’ deliberation the Su- 
preme Court jury in the criminal term of 
that court returned a verdict of guilty of 
grand larceny in the first degree against 
Noah E. Barnes, President of the Cotton- 
wood Creek Copper Mining Company. 
Barnes, who was accused of appropriating 
$30,000 of the funds of the company in 
1907, said he drew the money fo save it 
from a threatened bank failure, and that 
his action was ratified by the company’s 
Board of Directors. 

The conviction was obtained by As- 
sistant District Attorneys Bostwick and 
Rubin. Morris Greenstein represents 
Barnes. Justice Goff granted a motion 
for the arrest of judgment until Thurs- 
day, that Barnes may appeal. The max- 
imum penalty is ten years in a State 
prison. - 

As the court room was cleared after the 
verdict friends of Barnes vigorously de- 
nounced Count Hans Ferdinand von 
Hochberg, who had been the principal 
witness against him. The reading of the 
Count’s correspondence with the Crown 
Prince of Germany furnished most of the 
interest of the trial. One of Barnes's 
friends said it was lucky for the ex-aid 
de camp that he was not in court when 
the jury brought in its verdict, as he 
could not have restrained himself. 

Barnes kissed his wife and daughter 
farewell as Deputy Sheriffs led him tothe 
Tombs for the night. He said he was 52 
years old, a mine owner, and gave his 
residence as Barnes City, Colorado. He 
said he had never before been convicted 
of any offense. He was born in Ireland, 
of Scotch and English parentage he said, 
and both of his parents are dead. 

Justice Goff’s charge to the jury occu- 
pied two hours. He granted most of the 
requests of the defense for _ special 
charges. The jury sent.for the first and 
second minute books of the corporation, 
for a copy of its by-laws, and for a rec- 
ord of the quotations of its stock.

; ALBANY, April 4.—The resolution of 
Assemblyman McInerney :of Rochester, 
providing for a ‘legislative. investigation 
of all insurance companies other than 
life, passed the Assembly to-night by a 
vote of 126 to’ 4. The negative votes were 
east by Assemblymen Bates, Bennett, 
Dana, and O’Connor.

In advocating the passage of his reso- 


lution, Assemblyman McInerney said: 

‘Born of iniquity, the standard policy 
of fire insurance is a burden upon its 
holders. Actuated by greed, the insur- 
ance agents Lecame seifish and: brutal. 
Protected by corruption, the companies 
became heealess and arrogant. Granted 
a license by the State, liberal laws and 
lax entorcement, that which should. have 
been a shield becomes instead: a sword; 
instead of worth and solvency the spece- 
tacle is that of fraud and chicanery. 

“* The cry of the defrauded policy holder 
first tell upon deaf ears, and then whols 
communities passed under the yoke. 
‘throughout the State this freebooting and 
lawless crew organized 'to mulct and pil- 
lage the insured and to corrupt and in- 
timidate those whose duty it was to: pro- 





et. 

‘* Mail-fisted and voluble, these boards 
and exchanges demanded that cities must 
improve and purchase more fire ap- 
paratus. Refusal meant an exorbitant 
raise, but compliance brought no reduc- 
tion in rates. An accidental fire called 
forth from these field agents criticism 
of Police and Fire Departments, injury 
to municipal credit, and. an-advance in 
rates, arbitrary as unjust. Refusal to. 
comply with the companies’ arrogant ex- 
actions after a fire caused b&nks to call 
loans, because of_the inability of the prop- 
erty owner to secure insurance when the 
board enforced the blacklist. Thousands 
of dollars paid for premiums became ‘he 
coin of bribe; dollars which should coun- 
terbalance insurance risks are the loot of 
the high captains. 

“The people of the State are aroused 
and demand that justice shall. be done; 
they demand the cleansing of the State 
House fro: cellar to garret.’’ 

The concurrent resolution calling upon 
the Attorney General to proceed forth- 
with to bring action against the Fire In- 
surance Exchange caused a rumpus in 
the Assembly to-night. This resolution 
was introduced by Assemblyman Peter 
Donovan of New York, who is a Hearst 
man, the only one in the Lower House. 
Nobody cared in particular about. this 
measure, which has had exceedingly hard 
sledding so far, but it gave an opportu 
ity for expression of the bitter feelin 
entertained by the independent element 
for the Wadsworth House machine.’ 

The Donovan resolution was attacked 
as soon as it was brought up to-night. 
It met a severe onslaught by the House 
machine last week. It was saved then 
from being thrown in the legislative 
scrap heap merely by an appeal from the 
ruling of Speaker Wadsworth, which the 
House sustained in a surprising spirit of 
revolt. To-night Speaker Wadsworth 
made no trouble when Mr. Donovan again 
called up his pet measure which has been 
much exploited in the Hearst newspapers. 

Mr. Merritt of St. Lawrence, majority 
leader of the Assembly, took the floor at 
once, however, and offered an amendment 
changing the larguage of the resolution 
so as to eliminate the name. of Mr. Hearst 
and his New York morning paper from 
the text. Except for this the Merritt 
amendment did practically what Mr. Don- 
ovan had'‘in view. ae 

Assemblymen Bates and Dana of New 
York both offered amendments calling 
for an investigation by legislative com- 
mittee of the methods employed by the 
i fire insurance concerns, including an in- 
quiry into the evidence with reference to 
|legislative corruption which has been pro- 
/ duced in the course of the Allds trial and 
‘the Hotchkiss investigation. Assembly-

Gov. Hughes Recommends Acceptance 
of Offer of 25 Acres to State.

ALBANY, N. Y., April 4.—The gift to 
the State of twenty-five acres of land at 
Crown Point, including the ruins of the 
fortifications known as Fort St. Frederick 
and Fort Amherst by Witherbee, Sher- 
man & Co. of.Port Henry, was announced 
to the- Legislature to-night by § Gov. 
Hughes, and:-on his recommendation bills 
were introduced providing: for its accept- 
ance on the part of the State. The his- 
toric land ig to be a State park. 

‘Our corporation,’ wrote F. S. Wither- 
bee, President of the company, to Gov. 
Hughes, “‘ has felt that these ruins, which 
are perhaps the most extensive and best 
preserved of any in this country—with 
the exception of the Fortress of San: Mar- 
co, in St. Augustine, Fia., should pass 
into the hands of the State of New York, 
and we tender this gift for the purpose 
of creating a State park which shall be 
open forever to the public, and it is our 
expectation that if accepted the State 
shall make suitable provision to protect 
the ruins from spoliation to the end tha: 
they may be preserved in their present 
condition so far as may be for all time.”’ 

Forts St. Frederick and Amherst were 
erected by the French and the English 
respectively, the first in 17831 and the 
second in 1759, after the French had been 
driven from the Valley of Lake Cham- 
Slain. Little remains of the French fort, 
sut Fort Amherst’s barracks and earth- 
works are still in excellent condition.

One Opinion by Late Justice Brewer 
—Several State Trust and Rail- 
way Statutes Involved. 





WASHINGTON, April 4.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States failed to-day 
to announcé any decision in the Standard 
Oil suit, the Tobacco suit, or the corpo- 
ration tax cases. No announcement was 
made as to the possibility of a reargu- 
ment of any of those cases. The cour 
also postponed for ten days the consid- 
eration of the inheritance tax case set 
for argument as of to-day. “This action 
was taken because of the enforced ab- 
sence of Solicitor General Bowers, who 
left to-day for St. Paul td attend the 
funeral of his near pli in- we, Judge Thom- 
as Wilson. 

Among the neidinabin announced to-day 
was that in the case of the Southwestern 
Oil Company vs. the State of Texas, 
which the court decided in favor of the 
State, thus upholding the constitution- 
ality of the Texas State law known 4s 
the Kennedy tax law, which fixes a tax 
of 2 per cent. on the gross receipts from 
the sale of oil, naphtha, &c. 

In announcing the opinion of the court, 
Justice Harlan held a classification of 
wholesale dealers as distinct from retail 
dealers for purposes of taxation was a 
proper exercise of power possessed by 
the State. 

The constitutionality of the Arkansas 
statute, forbidding the drumming on 
trains for business for physicians, bath- 
heuses, hotels, and boarding houses w#s 
&lso upheld by the court in the case of 
the State against Al Williams, a boarding 
house keeper of Hot Springs. 

In another case an opinion preparad be- 
fore his death by the late Justice Grewer 
was announced as the couft’s decision. 
This was in the controversy in L>uls- 
lana over the McEnery land scrip, which 
was thus decided in favor of the hoiders 
of the scrip, affirming the judgment of 
the Supreme Court of Louisiana in the 
case of J. W. Frellson & Co. against A. 
W. Crandall, Register of the State Land 
Office. The case involved the validity of 
title to many thousands of acres of land 
in Louisiana, which were acquired by the 
use of McEnery scrip. 

Yet another decision announced to-day 
gave the City of Los Angeles the para- 
mount right, so far as the Los Angeles 
Farming and Milling Company is con- 
cerned, take and use all the waters of 
the Los "Angeles River. This controversy 
arose over the action begun by the city 
to quiet its alleged title to the waters. 
It claimed a right to the use of the waters 
by virtue of powers conferred upon Los 
Angeles under Spanish and Mexican rule. 

The Farming and Milling Company, 
which owns land through which the river 
flows, claimed that the water rights in 
controversy were vested by the treaty of 
Guadaloupe Hidalgo in the United States- 
It alleged that its predecessors had con- 
veyed to it légal title to the use of the 
waters. 

The Supreme Court of California had at- 
firmed the judgment of the lower State 
courts, which had given judgment in 
favor of the city, and the Supreme Court 
refused to disturb the decision of the 
California courts. 

On the other hand, holding that the ac- 
tion of the State of Arkansas in requiring 
railroads to furnish cars for local ship- 
ments within tive days from-~-the time 
they were ordered was a burden on inter- 
State commerce, the Supreme Court re-

LIMA, April 4.—An imposing demonstra- 
tion by 5,000 persons excited by events 
at Guayaquil took. place to-night.

CZAR’S ENGINEER VISITS US. 


Will Buy Machinery for Ruler’s Private 
Cotton Mills in Asia. 


S. P. Boushoneff, ‘‘ Engineer of the 
Foundry of His Imperial Majesty the 
|Czar of Russia,” arrived here yesterday 
and took an extensive suite at the Knick- 
erbocker. Mr. Boushoneff said that he 
had come to this country chiefly to pur- 
chase cotton gin machinery and suppiies 
for the mills which belong to the Czar 
personally. 

‘“My home is at Bairam-Ali, in Central 
Asia,’’ said Mr. Boushoneff, “ where 1 
am managing engineer of the Emperor's 
cotton plant and oil-mill. The plants are 
established on crown lands. 

I shall travel extensively through the 
South to get acquainted with new ideas 
in all lines of the cotton business. I shall 
visit many factories to see the machines 
in operation, that I may learn their good 
points and their adaptability to Russian 
needs. 

The cotton industry in Central Asia 
is increasing, and the Emperor is “de- 
Sirous of having the latest and best 
American machinery. I will visit Mem- 
phis, Vicksburg, and New Orleans. re- 
turning to New York through Georgia 
and the other cotton States.”’ 

Mr. Boushoneff, who is still a young 
man, said that this was his first visit 
to this country. He declared that the 
immensity of New York amazed him, but 
that he was charmed with the courtesy 
which had been shown him.

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Men Will Hold Out Until Their 
Terms Are Accepted. 





PHILADELPHIA, _ April 4.—Following 
the refusal of the striking carmen at their 
meeting last night to accept the terms 
of settlement oftered by the Philadelphia 
Rapid Transit Company, the Board of 
Directors of the company to-day prac- 
tically withdrew its offer to take back 
all the men. At the close of the meeting 
of the Directors the following statement 
was issued by tne company; 

After the men on strike refused the offer 
or re-employment in a body, made to them 
two weeks ago, at the instance of the 
Mayor, the company proceeded to fill va- 
cancies, getting competent men wherever 
they. could be found. So many men have 
been employed in the two weeks since 
the offer was rejected that it will now be 
impossible to take back mtu the service of 
the company all of the old. men on strike. 

The officers, however, have been instruct- 
ed, in filling runs still open, to give the 
preference to old employes whose records in 
the past have been satisfactory to the com- 
pany. ‘Old men so employed will be en- 
titled to advances in wages and to the 
insurance and persion features the same as 
if they had not gone on strike. 

The Executive Committee of the local 
carmen’s union, in a_ statement issued 
to-night, said: 

At least 3,500 of the striking carmen were 
present at last nighct’s meeting, and inas- 
much as it has been repeatedly claimed that 
the men were desirous of returning to work 
and that our international -officer, C. QO. 
Pratt, was the stumbling block that stood 
in the way, it was decided best to give the 
men another opportunity to accept the 
Mayor's preposition, together with the addl- 
tional xerbal assurances that were given 
tu Cc. O. Pratt on Saturday. 

A unanimous sianding vote 
against the acceptance of any prorosition 
that would not restore the locked-out men 
to th2ir former positions in the company’s 
service. Every man raised his right hand

The Italians returned to where they haa 
been digging, and at Bergen Street be- 
gan throwing stones at a timber gang 
which had not struck. The men pelted

Which:managerial firm will obtain 
control of’ the theatre could not be learned 
definitely--yesterday, but the fact that 
negotiationg were under: way and would 
probably be completed before the end of 
the week was acknowledged by Mr. Moss, 


the son of the late owner of the theatre 
and exécutor of -her estate. 

Although no affirmation could be ob- 
tained yesterday, it is said that Liebler 
& Co.will*be the firm that will take 


over thé management of the house. The 
Lieblers ‘have ‘no theatre in New York, 
and as,.they. are ldrge producers it is 
likely that they would make an effort to 
obtain:a ‘loecai:home for their plays. For 
the greater. part-of the present season 
they. have..been providing attractions for 
Wallack’s, although they have been doing 
their booking with the Shuberts, and Wal- 
Jack's, if it can be said to have ever had 
any affiliation with éither the syndicate 
or the so-called independents, inclined in 
‘the attractions presented there toward the 
syndicate side. 

_ Io one at Liebler & Co.’s office would 
@cknowledge having heard of any pros- 
fpective déal for the theatre, however. 
George C..Tyler, general manager of the 
‘firm, is absent in Europe. It is absolutely 
certain, however, that if the Lieblers do 
mot get the house the future managers 


‘will.be legitimate producers and the the- 
yvatre will not go into the motion picture 
d vaudeville field, as has been rumored. 
The present house staff will be retained. 
- Wallack’s is one of the few old theatres 
left in New York It began its career under 
the management of Lester Wallack on 
Jan. 4, I882, when ‘‘ The Schoo] for Scan- 
dali” was presented by Mr. Wallack’s 
stock company, with John Gilbert as Sir 
Peter and Rose Coghlan as Lady Teazle. 
Mr. Watlack had previously owned and 
managed a theatre at Broadway and Thir- 
teenth Street, but moved uptown with the 
change of population. During his control 
of the new house many prominent stars 
e@ppeared at .the -head. of his stock com- 
pany, and it was here that Kyrie Bellew 
made his American début. 

In October, 1888, A. M. Palmer took the 
house, changing the name to Palmer's 
Theatre. and reopening -it with Coquelin, 
Jane Hading, and a French company 15 
the first attraction, under the manaze- 
ment of Abbey & Grau. Ma Ander- 
son, Mansfield; the Kendals, John Drew, 
Olga Nethersole, and E. S. Willard were 
some ofthe stars who played here during 
his régime. 

On Nov. 16, 1896, Mr. Palmer surren- 
dered the least to Theodore Moss, who 
had been manager of both of Mr. Wal- 
lack’s theatres.. Mr. Moss tmmediateiy 
replaced Wallack’s name on the house, 
and reqpened it on Dec. 14, 1896, with E. 
8S. Willard in Henry Arthur Jones’s ‘* The 
Rogue’s Comedy.” After Mr. Moss's 
death, on'July 13, 1901, the theatre passed 
into the hands of his widow, who retained 
control of it up to the time of her death, 
@bout two months ago. 

Charles M. Rurnham, the present house 
manager, has. heen in that capacity for a 
‘umber of years, and, it is understood.

take over the theatre. He is one of the 
best knowh of local managers, and is 
oo rea of the Theatre Managers’ Asso- 
ciation.

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CONSIDER OPERA GUARANTEE. 
Philadelphia Committee to Give -Ham- 


merstein Answer Saturday. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., April 4.—It 
will be definitely known next Saturday 
whether opera may be had at Oscar Ham- 
merstein’s Philadelphia Opera House next 
Winter. The question whether Mr, Ham- 
merstein should have a guarantee was 
discussed to-day in the Opera House. Os- 
car and Harry Hammerstein represented 
the management. E. T. Stotesbury, J. 
Gardner Cassatt, and other prominent 
boxholders and subscribers heard their 
statements. A committee, composed of 
Mr. Stotesbury, Mr. Cassatt. and Thomas 
Leaming, representing the boxholders, and 
Joseph B. Bailey and Ellis A. Gimble, 





‘| representing.the seatholders, was appoint- 


ed to canvass the operagoers and report 
‘‘ guarantee or no guarantee’’ next Sat- 
urday. 

Mr. Hammerstein declared flatly that 
before he made any arrangements : for 
opera here the coming Winter he wanted 


to be sure that his patrons would guar- 
antee him $7,500 a week for three perform- 
ances. by 

‘It is necessary that I get that guar- 
antee so that I may produce opera on 
Tuesday and Thursday nights and Satur- 
day afternoon,’ said Mr. Hammerstein. 
“I am willing to take a chance on Sat- 
urday night. In fact, Saturday night has 
returned profits steadily. 

‘* During the first year here the gross 
receipts were $528,000. The sedson just 
ended produced but $425,000. I attribute 
the falling off to the fact that the Metro- 
politan forces have been given a guar- 
antee, and then there were local condi- 
tions that rather marred the season. 

‘Take the opera of ‘ Louise’ as an ex- 
ample of the failure of single produc- 
tions here. I produced it twice. The 
casts included my high-salaried artists— 
Garden, Dalmores, and so on—but when 
‘Louise’ was produced for the second 
time there was no more nor no less than. 
$157. in the house exclusive of the leased 
seats and boxes. Now, can @ man be ex- 
pected to produce first-class opera on re 
ceipts of that size? 
mediocre productions, but that is all that 
$157 will buy. It costs me between $5,000 
and $6,000 to put ‘ Louise’ on, however. 
You can appreciate the fact that it 1s a 
losing game.”’ 

Mr. Hammerstein went on to say that 
the deficit this season had amounted to 
$103,000. He told how Mr. Stotesbury had 
come to his rescue with $40,000 when he 
was facing a deficit that had already 
grown to be $75,000, and how Mr. Stotes- 
bury and Mr. Cassatt had befriended him 
at other times. He gave as an example 
of his expenses the royalties that he was 
compelled to pay. 

On Massenet operas he paid $250. Every 
time a Puccini opera was produced it cost 
him $350 for royalties. He was compelled 
to pay Richard Strauss $1,500 every time 
he staged “‘ Elektra’’ or ‘‘ Salome.” 

Randall Morgan suggested that a com- 
mittee of five be appointed to take the 
matter in charge, two to represent seat- 
holders and three to represent boxhold- 
ers. The proposition was greeted with 
applause by everybody except Mr. Ham- 
merstein. He declared that he dreaded 
the waste of time that a committee 
would mean. He must know at once. He 
sails for Europe next week—Wednesday 
or Thursday. hen Mr. Morgan declared 
that it would be posstble for the com- 
mittee to report definitely on Saturday. 
That was satisfactory to the impresario, 
and the committee was appointed.

PAL MOORE WINS EASILY. 





Willie Jones Only Escapes Knockout 
In Main Bout at Olympic A. C. 


There was only one thing that ‘“‘ Pal’ 
Moore of Philadelphia did not do to 
Willie Jones of Brooklyn in the main 
ten-round bout at the Olympic Athletic 
Club last night, and that was to knock 
him out. Other than in the second round, 
which was even, the decision for the re- 
maining nine sessions was indisputably 
Moore’s. He landed when and where he 
pleased, with either hand, and that he 
did not put Jones out was due as much 
to his apparent unwillingness to adminis- 
ter the final punch as to the Brooklyn 
boy’s ability to take a hard beating. 

Moore started proceedings in the first 
round by missing three left swings, but, 
resorting to jabbing tactics, he soon had 
Jones backing away and covering up. 
Jones landed a light left hook on the 
face and left to body, but Moore crossed 
him with a terrific right hook to the 
jaw that almost put Jones away. After 
that there was much wrestling. Just be- 
fore the bell the Philadelphian landed 
cleanly on the jaw and the stomach with 


left hooks and got away without a return 

Moore continued his jabbing tactics in 
the second round, and then they stood up 
at the ring centre and swapped punches. 
Jenes sent two hard left hooks to the 
stomach, followed by a right hook to the 
jaw, and Moore then jabhbed repeatedly. 
Then the Brooklyn lad stopped three left 
hooks with his stomach, and the bell rang 
with both boys slugging as hard as they 
could while the crowd was yelling itself 
hoarse. 

The third round was a repetition of the 
first. In the fourth Moore cut loose a lit- 
tle, and, giving his opponent no chance 
to get set, jabbed, hooked, and upper-cut 
Jones repeatedly, until the Brooklyn 
boy's face resembled a piece of raw meat. 
Moore got Jones swinging wildly with a 
hard right hook to the jaw, and the clev- 
er little Philadelphian proceeded to do a 
sort of snake dance, shooting his left out 
Straight frequently, with Jones's face the 
unfortunate target. Moore proved in 
chis round his ability to land when and 
where he pleased, and Jones stayed only 
because Moore was unwilling to adminis- 
ter the knockout blow. 

Moore stuck to his jabbing tactics in 
the fifth, and Jones's face and lips com- 
menced to swell and puff out until thev 
looked like half moons. Just before the 
bell Moore again cut loose with every 
blow known to the hoxer, and landed 
them all, and Jones went to his corner 
very tired. Moore started the sixth with

COTTON GOING AND COMING. 

One of the intelligent proposals for 
remédying the abuses of trading upon 
the Cotton Exchange is that traders 
shall be compelled te file an affidavit 
of intefition to receive and deliver the 
goods respecting which they exchange 
contracts. The idea seems to be that 
trading in cotton options is 
way different from trading 
else. It might be useless to advance 
arguments to prove that traders in 
options must make settlement in kind 
unless some other mutual arfangement 
is reached, but current facts ought to 
have weight with those’who are draw- 
ing up a bill to regulate trading on the 
Cotton Exchange alone. 

On Saturday the Baltic sailed from 
Liverpool with 15,000 bales of Ameri- 
ean cotton, and 12,000 bales more are 
alréady on the ocean for a second 
passage acfoss. And at the same time 
the usual shipments are going in the 
contrary ditéction. We have sometimes 
geen gold afloat going and coming at 
the sarne time, but it is unusual to see 
cotton being both exported and im- 
ported simultaneously. Gold is of such 
universal use that there is nothing in-

. PEACE WITH CANADA. 

This side the border our attention has 
been so preoccupied with the tariff ne- 
gotiations that we have lost sight of a 
matter between us and our neighbors to 
which they rightly attach much impor- 
tance.

There may be difficulties 
about referring to any tribunal what- 
ever matters which are purely ques- 
tions of internal administration, rather 
than international differences, but even 
with such exceptions the waterways 
treaty is a great and mutual gain to 
good neighborhood.

In all the Governor's statements we have found 
nothing so damaging to the traffic itsel? as 
the candid admissions made by Mr. Schaeter 
in his attémpted defense. 

He credits Dr. Pranthwaite with the state- 
ment that inmates of inebriate homes are not 
insane because of drink, but that they take 
to excessive drinking because they were oriz- 
Inally mentally defective! This is Confession 
No. 1, and indicates that the very bést patrons 
of Mr. Schacfer’s business are of unsound mind. 

It is quite apparent that almost the entire 
civilized world was laid under tribute to fur- 
nish statistics for this article. Why go so far 
efield? In the report of the New York State 
Commissioner of Prisons for 1903 the state- 
ment was made that during the preceding year 
there were 28,519 persons committed to the 
jails and 3,615 to the penitentiary for intoxi- 
cation, and that one-half of the convictions 
in the criminal courts of the State are for this 
single offense. This means that that number 
of our fellow-citizens passed through prison 
experiences and came out as members of 
society with a prison stain resting upon 
them, to furnish 95 per cent, of the members 
of our bread lines, and to furnish the politi- 
eal recruits which keep in public office the 
men who rod our cities and disgrace our States. 

In the concluding paragraph of Mr. Schae- 
fer’s article he says that ‘“‘ statistics are ai- 
ways tiresome,’ but we wish to assure M1. 
Schaefer that such statistics as he has volun- 
tarily furnished are not tiresome. for they put 
iron into the blood of every saloon opponent, 
and give strenath to the arm of every citizen 
who is battling against an industry whose 
claim for perpetuation is based on the seif- 
condemnatory piea that its best customers are 
‘*méntally defective "'; that it furnishes 37.05 
per cent of the pauperism, and that it injures 
both physically and mentaliy 5 per cent. of the 
adult males of the United States?!

VENEERING PROCESSES. 


The Old Method Expensive, but Gave 
a Beautiful Grain. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

If I may add an explanation on the manu- 
facturing of veneered wood, I think your cor- 
réspondent ‘' J. W. E."’ would be in a position 
to converse more clearly on the subject. 

Thée appafent object of the veneer is to save 
the wood and to give it the effect of growth. 

When the log is received it ts placed in a 
steaming chamber and allowed to become 
thoroughly damp. After this is dispensed with 
it is put on a turning lathe, which Is connected 
with a long, sharp knife. This knife cuts the 
wood in round, thin layers, and they are 
placed on a flat surface and allowed to dry. 
After they become thoroughly dry tha veneer 
is placed on a core and. securely glued to it. 
This reinforces the wood and warrants it free 
from warping. 

The old method of manufacturing veneered 
wood is rather costly, and apparently ridiculous 
in comparison with the present method, the 
log being sawed off in layers about one-quarter | 
inch thick and put in a planing machine, which 
planed the veneer to a smooth surface. Noth- 
ing but exceptionally fine wood could be used 
to ma@ke a veneer, for the reason that poor 
wood very often cracked while in the planing 
machine. This is the principal reason why 
very old véneered furniture has such a beau- 
tiful figured grain and will stand more wear.

| SENSATIONS AND LANGUAGE. 


Ambiguous Terms to Blame for Much 
Metaphysical Discussion. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is the obscurities of natural language of 
the sort suggested by the query of “J. A. 
Marshall’’ that form ha:f the subject matter 
of that gréat branch of human learning calied 
metaphysics; the sooner they are done away 
with, not only in Scientific language but in 
common spéech as well, the better. 





means of distinguishing between the sensations 
of sound, light, &c., and the external causes 
of those sensations. Our early ancestors, to 
whom we owe the great gift of language, were 
mot bothering about distinctions between the 
Subjective. and the objective—such would have 
been wholly foreign to thelr form of epistemol- 
ogy. And it is remarkable, still, how much 
talking one can do without being brought face 
to face with the difficulties which underlie those 
double meanings of all the sensation terms. 
But when we are brought up against them it 
is absurd ¢hat we should not have ready-made 
and perfectly familiar modes vf speech with 
which to make the necessary distinction. I 
have élsewhere urged (see Baldwin's Dictionary 
of Philosophy and Psychology, article Vision) 
that the sciertific people ut least should regu- 
larly use (when there is the least occasion for 
the distincticn) the terms light-radiation and 
light-sensation respectively for thé two tneén- 
ings In queStion, and it is equally essential that 
non-scientific people should make, the corre- 
sponding distinction, as soon as they insist 
upon discussing such purely phllosephical top- 
ics as: Is there any beaty in a beautiful island 
in the Pacific Ocean which has never been seen 
by the eve of man? 

The Germans are already far more accurate 
in the use of these terms than we are—they 
regularly speak of color-sensations (in scien- 
tific books) instead of colors. They have not 
words of 
some length that we have. Certainly when the 
word color occurs without addition in a@ psy- 
chological discussion, at least, we ought to be 


Fable to understand it in the sense of color-sen- 


sation rather than color-stimulus. 

In a recent little book on ‘’ Experimental 
Psychology.” by an Englishman, Myers, (which 
is full of crudities of expression as well. as of 
thought,) we read of a ‘' dark color lying on 
a darker background,’’ an unnecessarily slip- 
shod mode of expression. 

The answer to your correspendent’s question 
is this: 

Il faut distinguer. If a bell is rung in the 
middle of an absolutely uninhabited desert 
there will be sound-waves, or sound-vibra- 
tions, or sound-radiations; there will be no 
sound-sensations, but merely some of the in- 
dispensable but insufficient physical conditions 
of sound-sensations. We must make sure, of 
course, that there are no insects or other hear- 
ing animals within reach of the sound-vibra- 
tions. 

As long as we confine ourselves primitively 
to the use of the word sound alone we cannot, 
if we speak properly, answer the question at 
all, for the word is strictly ambiguous. 

Another point which the general reader may 
easily be interested-in is that the ordinary dis 
tinction, objective and subjective, is, in the 
present stage of our thinking, very inadequate. 
When I say to myself ‘‘1 see a light”’ it may 
be that there is an external cause of @ light- 
sensation such that my neighbor can see {t, too, 
or it may be that there is a congestion of blood 
n my re‘ina, since I have a ‘real light-sensa- 
tion, although no neighbor can share it with 
me. Or it may be that I am merely dreaming 
about a light-sensatior. In these several cases 
we should distinguish between a lIight-sensation 
which has a physical cause, a physiological 
cause, or & purely psychical cause, (though 
the latter is doubtless, in the last analysis, 
physiological also, but mediated by centres 
much higher up than the purely sensational 
ones.) 

We should regard experiences as divided up 
into those which are shared (by other individ- 
ualg hypothetically like ourselves) and those 
which are unshared, and the latter into those 
which are patently due to some physiological 
process and those which are not. We should, 
that is to say, substitute for the distinction 
objective-subjective the triplex division into 
physical, phystological, and psychical. For in- 
stance, to take a good case, contrast-colors are 
now well known to be nothing physical, (that 
is, extra-somatic,) but they are either physio- 
logical 
the lead of Hering or of Helmholtz in explain- 
ing them. On this plan the word subjective 
might perhaps be allowed to fall out of use 
altogether. It is possible that that would méan 
the destruction of some metaphysical systems, 
but that again would perhaps te the gain ofa

MAJOR H. W. BREVOORT DEAD. 


Old New Yorker and Union Club Man 
Diés in Nice, France. 


Major Henry W. Brevoort, son of Henry 


and Laura Carson Brevoort, and grandson 
of the Henry Brevoort who owned the 
farm which stretched from the site of 
Grace Church, at Lleventh Street and 
Broadway, through to the Brevoort Hotel, 
in Eighth Street and Fifth Avenue, died 
yesterday of the effects of old age at 
Nice, France, in his eighty-first year.

Rev. Dr. Jeremiah L. Zabriskie. 
The Rev. Dr. Jeremiah Lott Zabriskie, 
a retired minister and one of the best 
known mioroscopists of the country, is 
dead at his home, 28 Regent Place, Flat- 
bush, in his 76th year. He was born at 
Flatbush and was graduated at Colum- 


bia in 1858, and studied for the ministry 
at Rutgers College, New Brunswick, N. J. 
After being graduated in the following 
year he becamé a pastor at Phillbrook, 
CoLn., and later at New Baltimore, N.Y. In 
883 Dr. Zabriskie retired from the min- 
istry and devoted himself entirely to mi- 
croscopic scientific research.

He studied law, and was admitted to the 
bar in 1844 Almost immediately -Mr. 

After three 
years of private practice he was elected 
Judge of the First Judicial District of 
pth ge in which position he remained until 
1882. ; 

Mr. Williams in 1852 was named as a 
Presidential Elector. In the following 
‘ear, when President Pierce took office, 

¢ appointed Mr, Williams Chief Justice 
for the Territory of Oregon. Although 
President Buchanan reappointed him to 
this position when he took office, Mr. 
Williams declined to accept \the reap- 
pointment. ; 

Judge Williams was Attorney Genera] of 
President Grant's Cabinetduring the lat- 
ter’s second term. After rving in that 
capacity for three years Judge Williams 
retired, to be succeeded by Edwards 
Pierrepont. Upon his retirement from the 
office of Attorney General, Judge Will- 
iams was, nominated by President Grant 
to be Chief Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court. The United States Sen- 
ate, however, refused to confirm the nom- 
ination, and after a a fight Presidént 
Grant withdrew Judge Williams’s name. 
While serving in the capacity of Attor- 
ney General, Judge Williams was some- 
times réferred to as ‘‘ Landaulet"* Will- 
jams, because of his alléged improper usé 
of Government carriages. - 

After rétiring from public office Judge 
Williams moved to the State of Wash- 
ington, where hé practiced law before the 
Supreme Court of that State.

The staff of umpires of the National | 


League were subjected to a six-hour 
heckling session by President Lynch yes- 
terday, and after all the rules of the 
game had been thoroughly discussed the 
indicator holders left the meeting realiz- 


ing that they were more important and | 


more dignificd individuals than ever be- 
. fore. 
were thoroughly conversant with 
rules, but when they left 
Lynch's office they knew more about the 
game than when they went in. The full 
staff was present, including James John- 
stone of Newark, Robert Emslie of St. 
Thomas, Ontario; Henry O'Day of Chi- 
cago, Charles Rigler of Charlottesville, 
Va.; William Klem of Lakewood, N. J.; 
Stephen Kane of Louisville, August Mo- 
yan of Philadelphia, William Brennan of 
St. Paul, and the substitute umpire, De 
Witt Van Cleef of Trenton. 

One of the rules which the umpires de- 





says that the diamond shall be cleared of 
everybody except the players taking part | 
in the games. This will bar the energetic | 
photographers who swarm on the field to | 
snap pictures of exciting plays. The um- 
fires have always been afraid that the 
photographers would get in the way and | 
cause a mix-up, so they have decided not 
to take any chances with them. 


This season, President Lynch said after | 
the meeting, not an incident can happen 
during a game which will not be covered 
by the rules. The umpires took up all the | 
protested games of the past two years, 
and President Lynch showed them where | 
all of these could have been avoided if | 
the umpires in charge had been familiar 
This statement was a | 
sad blow to.seme of the umpires, but they 
were shown where the rules covered near- | 
ly every case which has come up for dis- 
pute in the past two seasons. This sea- | 
son every umpire must carry a rule book 
in his pocket. and when there is a dispute 
he must be able to put his finger right on 
the rules and show the protesting Captain | 
where he is wrong. They will entertain | 
no vrotests whatever that are based on | 
the rules. 

The umpires were thoroughly instructed 
im the squeeze play. There is a rule con- 
cerning a balk by the catcher which some 
of them were not familiar with. This 
rule says that when the catcher gets out 
of his lines, which are marked behind the 
plate, whether he jumps in front of the 
plate or to one side, it is a balk. The! 
umpires have been instructed to enforce | 
this rule and see that there is no interfer- | 
ence with the batsman when a runner, 
tries to squeeze in from third. 

They were also instructed to keep a 
keen eve and ear for the talkative substi- 
tutes on the bench, and when they at- 
tempt to criticise the work of the umpire 
to punish them with a $10 fine, and if the 
coaches violate their rules on the coach- 
ing lines, to fine them $5 each. President 
Lynch says he will insist on the players 
paying these fines themselves, and not 
the club managers or owners. All the 
managers will be instructed to provide 
extra bench room for the overflow of 
substitutes in the early season games. 
Until May 15, when the clubs must re- 
duce their rosters to twenty-five players, 
each club will carry at least thirty-five 
players, and if extra bench room isn't 
provided they may interfere with the 

rogress of the games. 

PiThe positions of the umpires during the 
frames were discussed. It was decided 
that when only one man is on the bases, 
and he is at third, the umpire judging the 
bases will stand outside of the d amond. 
on the foul line. When more than one 
man is on the bases, the chief umpire be- 
hind the plate will judge the play at 
third base.

Philadelphian Captures First 
Racquet Game for National

Dr. Miskey, representing the Phila- 
delphia Racquet and Tennis Club, yester- 
day won the opening game of the National 
amateur court tennis championship in 
the court of the New York Racquet Club.

Under the terms of the act of 1909 the 
reciprocal convention has been abrogated, 
but it is understood that many protests 
have been filed with the board raising the 
oe settled yesterday by Judge Somer- 
ville. 

Judge Somerville says in his decision 
that the right to reduced rates of duty 
provided for by the commercial reciprocity 
treaty madé with France and promulgated 
early in 1908 accrués only on merchandise 
both produced in and exported directly 
from ance. The decision holds that it 
is incumbent on the importers to furnish 
evidence that the above conditions co- 
exist.

WITH HIS DEPUTIES 


Drops Personal Opinions About 
-Bugher and Reynolds Which 
~~ He Later Tries to Recall. 








ANGRY AT BEING QUOTED 





Bugher Small Mentally and Physically, 
He Says, and Reynolds Lacks ‘ntel- 
ligence—Finally Calls it a Joke. 





Police Commissioner William F. Baker, 
in a remarkable interview yesterday 
morning, bitterly criticised his two prin- 
cipal Deputies, both of whom enjoy the 
personal friendship of Mayor Gaynor, and 
one of whom, Frederick Bugher, the First 
Deputy, has been mentioned many times 
in late weeks as the likely successor of 
Mr. Baker as Commissioner. Commis- 
gioner Baker said that Mr. Bugher was 
smal! both mentally and physically, while 
Fourth Deputy Commissioner Reynolds of 
Brooklyn was spoken of as not having 
sufficient mentality to cause trouble if he 


wanted to. 

The interview was early brought to the 
attention of Mayor Gaynor, who sent out 
word that ne had nothing to say. When 
the copy of the interview was sent to the 
Mayor he was just starting for the Sub- 
way hearing and had but a few moments 
to read what Baker had said. It was 
freely predicted around the City Hall that 
the Mayor would be neard from before 
long concerning the outburst of his Police 
Commissioner. 

Newspaper reporters sent a note to 
the Commissioner asking him if he would 
exercise his authority and remove Bugher 
and Reynolds as a result of his conclusion 
that both were somewhat intellectually 
deficient. This note made Mr. Baker very 
angry. He sent for the reporters and said 
his confidence had been violated and that 
never again would he have anything to 
do with them. His anger was not ap- 
peased when it was explained that he 
had made the statements without reser- 
vation at. his regular morning reception 
to representatives of the press and that 
his stenographer had taken down what he 
said, a proceeding that ts followed only 
when Mr. Baker talks for publication. 

For a long time it has been whispered 
in the corridors at Police Headquarters 
that no love was lost between Commis- 
sioner Baker on the one side and First 
Deputy Commissioner Bugher on_ the 
other. Suggestions were also freely offered 
that Mr. Baker did not care a great deal 
for Mayor Gaynor’s Brooklyn friend, 
Fourth Deputy Commissioner Reynolds. 


Cutbreak Innocently Started. 


All the difficulty was developed when 
some one reported that Mr. Bugher had 
been removed to new quarters. A man 
was noticed scraping the letters off the 
door leading into Deputy Commissioner 
Bugher’s office on the second floor of the 
Headquarters building. When the name 
of the First Deputy had been completely 
obliterated the painter got out his paint 
and brush and painted on the door the 
name of Thomas Carroll, Mr. Baker's 
private secretary. Of course, this pro- 
ceeding caused some speculation and it 
was but natural that when Mr. Baker 
received the reporters they should ask 
him why Mr. Bugher had been dis- 
possessed. 

At first the Commissioner seemed to 
consider the question amusing, and smil- 
ingly replied that Mr. Bugher had va- 
cated ‘tDbecarse he (Mr. Baker) needed 
moretrcom. He said that the office Mr. 
Carroll had previously occupied was not 
suitable. 

“You see,”’ he explained, ‘‘a lot of peo- 
ple. who come here to see me have to 
wait in Carroll's office, and that prev ents 
Carroll from getting on with his work.’ 

This answer of Mr. Carroll's needing 
Mr. Bugher’s big office led up to the 
question as to what provision had been 
made to accommodate Mr. Bugher. It 
was then that Mr. Baker answered spir- 
itediy : 

“Mr. Bugher has three rooms and can 
oceupvy any of them that he chooses as 
his office. I told him that Third Deputy 
Commissioner Kirby would furnish the 
big room at the south end of his sulte 
for him and that he could use that room. 
He answered that he would rather oc- 
cupy the small room adjoining the larger 
racm vacated by him to-day. I told him 
to suit himself; I didn't care which room 
he us2d for his private office.’ 

Mr. Bugher’s new private office is one 
of the smallest rooms in the building and 
was constructed for the use of a stenog- 

her. If Mr. Bugher receives several 
callers most of them will have to stand.

BUY CRUSHED UNDER CAR. 


Trelley Lifted to Extricate Him— 
Priest Administers Last Rites. 


While playing with a dozen of his 
friends on Atlantic Avenue, between

Before Stewart could stop the car the 
boy was struck by the fender, beneath 
which he rolled, as the car passed on. 
The lad’s arms and lees were caught be- 
neath the wheels and in the motor. A 
hurry call was sent to Truck Company 
ov. ON Pacific Street, near Sixth Avenue. 

Assistant Foreman Cc. D. Donovan re- 
sponded, and. on his arrival found that 
the boy could not be extricated without 
raising the car from the track, which was 
done. Then Lieut. Donovan crawled un- 
der the car and succeeded in extricating 
the boy, who, despite his terrible in- 
juries, still barely retained his senses. 

7 Don 't tell—’’ ne started to say, to Don- 
ovan, when he lost consciousness. 

A priest, who had been on one of the 
following cars, now came up, and learn- 
ing that. the boy was siill alive, crawled 
under the car beside Donovan, and ad- 
ministered the last rites of the Church to 
the lad. who was believed to be dying. 
The priest remained with the boy until 
he was taken away, and then departed, 
refusing to give his name. 

By the time the boy was freed from the 
mechanism and carried to the sidewalk 
Dr. Vinicombe of the Swedish Hospital 
had arrived. He said he did not believe 
the little fellow would live to reach the 
hospital, but he laid him in the ambu- 
lance and returned at full speed. ‘The 
boy was just living last night, but the 
physicians said they did not belive he 
had a chance. 

Stewart, the motorman, has been in 
the employ of the Brooklyn Rapid Tran- 
sit Company for three or four years, and 
it was sald this was his first accident. He 
was locked up on a charge of assault in 
the Bergen Street Police Station. 

In the car at the time were a dozen pas- 
sengers, including half that number of 
women, two of whom fainted, and had to 
be carried to a near-by drug store. 

Another, who said she was Mrs. Mary 
Everett of Bath Beach, tore strips from 
her underskirt to bind the lad’s wounds, 
and held his head in her lap on the side- 
walk until the ambulance surgeon took 
him away The accident caused a delay of 
forty-five minutes in the rush hour serv- 
a resulting in much congestion of traf- 
ic. 


SUGAR TRUST TO SHOW BOOKS 


Eludes Subpoena Dismissed by Judge, 
but Must Obey Amended One, 


The American Sugar Refining Company 
won .a Pyrrhic victory in the United 
States Circuit Court yesterday, when 
Judge Lacombe handed down a decision 
in which he dismissed proceedings to pun- 
ish the company for contempt in refus- 
ing to produce its books on one subpoena, 
and decided that it must produce them 
on an amended subpoena. United States 
District Attorney Wise made the motion 
to punish for contempt after Charles R. 
Hetke, Secretary of the company, re- 
fused to submit the books unless he was 
sworn and thereby granted immunity. 

Judge Lacombe upholds the new sub- 
poena which is directed against the com- 
pany and not against any individual of- 
ficer. He holds that the company can- 
not claim the immunity of the Fifth 
Amendment of the Constitution, which 
protects ‘‘ persons ’’ from being compelled 
to produce evidence which shall incrimi- 
nate them. He declines to assent to the 
argument that the officer who produces 
the books may demand to be sworn gen- 
erally, or that the officer must be one 
who would be incrimin: ted. 

This decision is if inc with Mr. Wise's 
argument that corporation defendants 
might readily make investigations a 
farce by dividing its papers to be pro- 
duced among its guilty officers and 
thereby gain all of them immunity from 
prosecution. 


WILL NOT DISCUSS DIVORCE.

To the Heads of all Bureaus and Divisions 
in the Department of Finance: 

From this date the working hours in the 
Department of Finance will be from 
o'clock A, M. until 6 o’clock P. M., 
one hour for luncheon.

Service Board Will Hold a Hear- 
Ing on the Form of the Con- 
tracts in a Few Days. 





CITIZENS SUGGEST ROUTES 





Mayor Gaynor Hears Request for $800,- 
000,000 Worth of Lines—Assessment 
Plan of Building Unpopular, 





Steps toward the obtaining of definite 
action in building additional subways 
may be expected in a few days. Chair- 
man Willcox of the Public Service Com- 
mission announcéed yesterday that: the 
first hearing on the form of contract for 
the Broadway-Lexington Avenue and Ca- 
nal Street routes and the Broadway-La- 
fayette AVenue route, and the extensions 
of the Fourth Avenue subway to Fort 
Hamilton and Coney Island, in Brook- 
lyn, will be advertised in the near future. 

In commenting on the recent progress 
in the situation, Mr. Willcox made this 
statement: 


On Wednesday of this week there will be 
another meeting of the Rapid Transit 
Committee of the Board of Estimate with 
this commission, and at that time these con- 
tracts will be discussed, and unless there 
is some change in the forms, the same will 
be advertised next week for public hearing. 
These routes have been approved by the 
Board of Estimate, and the work of prepas” 
ing the plans and contracts has been pushed 
with the utmost speed during the past eight 
or nine months. 

The entire cost of these lines is estimated 
to be over $109,000,000. When the contracts 
are finally approved by the Corporation 
Counsel, navertiai ng may be begun for bid- 
ders for the construction, equi pment, and 
operation, and for construction alone of the 
new Subways in question, which tnclude the 
Broadway-Lexington Avenue system in Man- 
hattan and the Bronx, the Canal Street 
Subway in Manhattan, and the Broadway- 
Lafayette Avenue and the extensions of the 
Fourth Avenue Subway in Brooklyn. 

While there are more than twenty rapid 
transit routes already laid out by the 
Rapid Transit Commission and the Public 
Service Commission which have received 
the approval of the Board of Estimate, and 
for which consents have been obtained, the 
commission has deemed it advisable to press 
work upon the routes Ko finoy sdenape in order 
that the work may be begun. After this 
work is started, other routes will be taken 
up and considered. 


Mayor Holds Subway Hearing. 


The Mayor, President Mitchel of the 
Board of Aldermen, and Controller Pren- 
dergast, as a special committee of the 
Board of Estimate, held a hearing in the 
Aldermanic Chamber yesterday afternoon 
to receive the suggestions of the public 
on new subway routes. Some 500 people 
appeared and advocated the building of 
subways, which would total in cost some 
$800,000,000. The representatives of tax- 
payers and property owners’ organiza- 
tions and other civic bodies did most of 


the tuiking. 

The Mayor asked nearly all of them 
what they thought of the assessment plan 
and learned that the property owners 
generally are any not too anxious to help 
pay for the subways, which they want the 
city to build. The only hearty indorse- 
ment of the assessment idea came from 
the people of Brownsville, who declared 
that they are ready to pay their propor- 
tionate share of the cost of a subway in 
their neighborhood at once. The Mayor 
made it clear that many of the outlying 
routes suggested cannot be built for years 
except on the assessment plan. 

Ex-Corporation Counsel] Ellison, 
man of the Citizens’ Rapid Transit Com- 
mittee, was the first speaker. He ad- 
vocated the perfecting of ‘‘a competitive 
system’ of subways on paper before 
further routes are approved. This has 
been the cry of the Interborough for a 
long time. 

“This question is such a vital one to 
this city,’ said Mr. Ellison, ‘‘that it 
should not be considered piecemeal. All 
the boroughs should be taken up and a 
comprehensive plan drawn. This could be 
easily done, and it would lead to ecen- 
omy in the end.’ 


Would Increase Central's Service. 

J. Harris Jones, President of the North 
Side Board of Trade, spoke for the Broad- 
wav-Lexington Avenue route, the exten- 
sion of the Sixth and Ninth Avenue ele- 
vated lines up Jerome Avenue, West- 


ches‘er Avenue, and Southern Boulevard, 
and the extension of the present Subway 
from West Farms north on White Plains 
toad to the city Ine. He also declared 
that the New York Central should be 
compelled to give the people of the Bronx 
better service by running more frequent 
trains and cutting the fares. 

Harry Robitzek, Secretary of the Tax- 
payers’ Alliance of the Bronx, spoke in 
favor of the Broadway-Lexington Avenue 
route, but said that care should be taken 
not to allow it to conflict seriously with 
other possible routes. He also urged ac- 
tion with reference to the Central. 

James L. Wells, former President of the 
Tax Board, talked on similar lines. He 
also urged the provision of some relie! 
for the Van Ness, Williamsbridge, and 
Wakefield section. He was the first man 
whom the Mayor asked about the assess- 
ment nlan. 

‘Tl am person: illy opposed to it,’ replied 
Mr. Wells, but if we can’t get subways 
any other wav it should be tried.”’

Brownsville Would Pay Assessments. 

William C. Demarest, 
Eastern Realty League, spoke in favor of 
subway extension out Eastern Parkway 
to Brownsville. ‘‘ And we want the city 
to build this subway at our expense,"’ said 
he. Samuel A. Telsey, Chairman of the 
Transit Committce. of the Brownsville 
Board of Trade, also approved of the 
assessment plan, but in this he was op- 
posed by a later speaker from Browns- 
ville, Frank Wasserman of the Browns- 
ville Civic Club. 

Ex-Senator Geor Brush, President 
of the Brooklyn League, advocated the 
building of the Pineapple tunnel under 
the East River, and the Mayor told him 
that it is practically an assured fact. 

The Seventh Avenue, Gravesend Ave- 
nue, and Coney Island Rapid Transit 
League presented a communication favor- 
ing a connection from the Flatbush Ave- 
nue extension of the subway to the old 
Culver Line under Seventh Avenue, 
Brooklyn. 

John Martin, on behalf of the Commit- 
tee on the Congestion of Population, spoke 
for several minutes, arguing for the con- 
struction of routes which will enable the 
tenement dwellers to get out of the 
crowded sections of the city.
